HOSPITAL CAMPAIGN STARTS TOMORROW 


Washington, April 22.—The sen- 


ate investigation of ithe Titanic -disas- 
ter, begun in New York last 
week 


upon the arrival of the Carpathia 
with th-e survivors of the wreck, was 
•resumed today, 'Witfli J. Bruce Ismay, 
president of the International Mer- 
danttile Marine Company; 
P. A. S. 


Franklin, vice president of the Wihite 
Star line; H. H. Cattam, wireless op- 
erator of tihe Carpathia; four officers 
and 28 sailors of the Titanic crew 
awaiting to be called as witnesses. 


The hearings (are being conducted 
in the caucus room, the splendidly 
fitted "show" rown of the senate of- 
fice building. 


. Just as the hearing 'opened Sen- 
ator Smith said: "The 
inquiry we 


are m'aking is in obedience to the 'di- 
rections of tihe senate, with the pur- 
pose of ascertaining tihe important 
facts of the unfortunate loss of "the 
.Titanic."

J. S. Boxhiall, third officer of the 
Titanic, and 'one of the. four officers 
to survive the' disaster, was on the 
stand. -Senator Smith asked Ihim to 
step aside, and P. A. S. Franklin, 
vice president of ithe International 
Mercantile Marine Company w,as tlieii 
questioned. 
The,committee asked Mr."Franklin 


as to the. company's affiliation with 
tlhe corporations and its connection 
and capitalization. Mr. Fr,a.nklin de- 
scribed the business operations an J. 
interests. He said the capitalization 
was $l'00,OiOO,000 in 
common 
and 
preferred stock, $52,000,000 in 4 1-2 
per cent bonds, $19,000,000 in 5 per 
cent bonds 'and $7,000,000 in under- 
lying bonds.

COMPANY MAY BUILD NEW 


PLANT IN NEAR FUTURE 


The Licking Light and Power com- 


pany has taken an option on a 40-acre 
tract of land in the southeastern part 
of the city, known as "Texas", on 
which, if the purchase is made, will bo 
constructed a new and up-to-date pow- 
er plant. Splendid tracking facilities, 
plenty of water close at hand in tiie 
Licking river, and the fact that the 
location talces the smoke and soot from 
the company's smoke stack beyond the 
limits of the city, were responsible for 
the selection of this location. 


Manager H. L. Montgomery, who is 


in charge of the 
company's holdings 


here, stated to an Advocate represen- 
tative Monday morning, that 
if the 


purchase is made, building operations 
will be started immediately and that 
the work would be rushed to comple- 
tion as rapidly as possible during the 
summer. It is believed that the plant 
will be completed and ready for use 
by the first of next December. 


Tho property 
f>u which the option 


lias boen scoured, is owned by J. N". 


Sta.sel, and as stated, consists of 40 
acres, 
ft lies directly south o£ 
the 


B. and O. yards and east of the Ed- 
ward 
Armstrong tract. 
It 
extends 


south to Licking river and cast to tho 
property known as Che Leo farm. 


The location of the property on the 


banks of the river gvvcs the company 
an ample supply of splendiu water and 
the B. and O. road on the north gives 
it splendid railroad facilities for the 
handling of its fuel. 
Mr. Montgomery stated that he was 


unable to say just what the buildings 
would be as he had not received the 
plans yet. He stated that tho tract 
was now being surveyed for the pur- 
pose of locating the corners and pro- 
perty lines before the transfer is made 


The company will 
probably retain 


the present property and buildings and 
use the same for storage, etc. 
This large tract will enable the com- 


pany to erect a

will provide increased facilities

THE DEMOCRATIC 


TWO-THIRDS RULE 


When, how and why was the two-thirds rule adopted 


by the Democratic party in the making of Presidential 
nominations at its National Convention? Answer and 
explanation of this question are of special significance at 
this time when there is so much talk about political pro- 
gression. 


The two-thirds rule was in the interest of the up-to-date 


political progression of its day. It was adopted at the 
National Convention of the Democratic party which met 
at Baltimore, May 27, 1844. The reason for its adoption 
was to prevent the re-nomination of Martin. Van Buren, 
who had suffered such a crushing defeat by the Whigs in 
1840. 


In the year 1844 the most vital issue was the annexation 


of Texas. Although Abolitionists opposed it because they 
claimed it meant the extension of slavery and the Southern 
people favored it because they deemed it their manifest 
destiny, Democrats north and south, who were progressive 
in fact and not by profession, espoused the cause of ter- 
ritorial expansion. 


When the National Democratic Convention met at Bal- 


timore ,that year it was known that Martin Van Buren 
had obtained a majority of pledged delegates by a method 
which would now be known as a political machine, but hav- 
ing declared himself against the annexation of Texas, the 
party leaders, representing a majority of the states, adopted 
the rule that required a two-thirds vote of the convention to 
nominate the candidates for President and Vice-President. 


The adoption of this rule resulted in the nomination of 


James K. Polk, of Tennessee, who received the unanimous 
vote on the eighth ballot, though he did not receive one vote 
on the first ballot. 


Polk was elected over Henry Clay by a popular vote 


of 1,855,834 to 1,297,089 and an electoral vote of 170 to 105. 


The annexation of Texas, which brought on the Mexi- 


can war, resulting in the acquisition of territory amounting 
to 800,000 square miles, including the grand'domain of Cal- 
ifornia and the Pacific Coast, and millions of wealth that 
have benefited so many millions of people, are evidences 
today of how signally progressive the two-thirds rule was at 
the time of its adoption, 68 years ago. 


The two-thirds rule today, which is just as progressive 


as it was in 1844, means that the Democratic National 
Convention will be, as it should be, a deliberative body. 


In this year of our Lord, 1912, the two-thirds rule will 


distinctly mean that no candidate for President will 
receive the nomination by a stampede of the convention^, 


UNTIMELY OPTIMISM.

SAUL OF TARSUS 
ANDWHATHESAW 


"As One Born Prematurely" Ke 


Beheld the Glorified Jesus. 


SERMON ON RESURRECTION, 


Another Proof That Jesus I* No Longer 


* Man, but a God—The Indisponsa- 
blenois of His Sacrifice and Also of 
His Resurrection Clearly Shown by 
Pastor Russell In Louisiana's Capital 
City. 


N e w 
Orleans, 


La., A p r i l 21.— 
Pastor Russell 
gave two address- 
es here today. We 
report one of them, 
which was 
from 


the text: "Last of 
all He was seen of 
me also, as one 
born- before 
the 


time." 
a Corin- 


thians xv, 8.) He 
said:— 


Saint P.aul was 


discussing the resurrection of the dead. 
He realized that on that great fact 
rested the weight of the Gospel Mes- 
sage. It was easy enough to prove 
that Jesus had died, but to an incredu- 
lous world It "was difficult to prove 
that He had risen from the dead; and 
' whoever could not believe that great 
fact could not believe the other great 
facts which stand or fall with it. 


For instance, the Apostle presented 


that Jesus had left the heavenly glory 
and had become a Man for the pur- 
pose of meeting the demands of the 
Divine Law against Adam and his 
race, involved by him. He could show 
the reasonableness of this logic. He 
has proven that as the whole world 
was condemned to death through Fa- 
ther Adam's disobedience it was ab- 
solutely necessary for an untainted life 
to be sacrificed in order to meet the 
penalty and to secure the release of 
the condemned race. 
God Would Not Leave His Son In 


Death. 


The Apostle had declared that Jesus 


had been faithful in His ministry in 
fully laying down His life and that the 
entire matter vras pleasing and accept- 
able to the Heavenly Father. If so, 
eurely God would not leave His Son in 
death, but would raise Him from the 
dead. This fact the Apostle had re- 
peatedly enunciated, showing that our 
Lord entered into His glory and re- 
r-.u'tl rt-id ascended up where He was 
bi-Hi! f—to perfection on the 
spirit 


JJ.LUC. 


I5ut all these claims fell lightly upon 


some of his hearers, who claimed that 
it was much more easy to believe that 
Jesus never died at all, but merely 
transmuted, than to believe that He 
died for our sins and rose again for 
our justification; hence the Apostle's 
frequent reference to Christ's resurrec- 
tion and his insistence upon it as ab- 
solutely necessary to Christian faith, 
for not only would the Heavenly Fa- 
ther's favor toward the Lord Jesus 
thus be shown, but the bulk of all the 
holy prophecies would remain unful- 
filled unless Jesus arose from the dead. 


In other words, a dead Redeemer 


would be of no advantage; matters 
would be just as unfavorable for the 
sinners as though Jesus had never 
come at all. Additionally, if the resur- 
rection of Jesus was a questionable 
matter, how could those who disputed 
that great fact acknowledge the resur- 
"rection of the Church and of the world? 
Saint Paul emphasizes this, also de- 
clatiug that-"there shall be a resurrec- 
tion of the dead, both of the just and 
of the unjust," as a result of the re- 
demptive work of Jesus—His dying for 
man's sins, and His resurrection to 
glory to carry out the blessings secur- 
ed by His death. 


"Last of All Ke Was Seen by Me." 
Prosecuting his argument, the Apos- 


tle marshalled the whole chain of wit- 
nesses except the women who first saw 
the Lord on the morning of His resur- 
rection. 
He says, "He was seen of 


Cephas (Peter); then by the remainder 
of the twelve; then of above five hun- 
dred brethren at once; later, He was 
keen of James; then of all the Apos- 
tles," when He ascended. Then comes 
the text: "Last of all He was seen-of 
mo also." 


There is something pathetic in this ' 


reference_to Ills own glimpse of Jesus, j 
It called up the period of his own ! 
bigoted persecution of the Church. It ] 
reminded him of his own responsibil- i 
ity in connection with the death of 
Saint Stephen, and of the blind hatred 
which led him to persecute inoffensive 
fellow-creatures, simply because they 
believed that Jesus died and rose again, 
the very thing which lie was now try- 
ins? to testify to all having the hearing 
ear. 


His memory went back to the mad- 


ness which he had manifested in pur- 
suing Christians even to Damascus, 
hnlingr them to prison. Agnin he saw 
the groat, blinding light from hr-nvon, 
above tho brightness of (ho noonday 
sun, his fall to tlie earth, and heard the 
voice spc.iking to him. saying. "Saul. 
Saul, why por^ecutost tbou Ale?" (Acls 
ix. 1-9; xxvi. 12-19). Again he remem- 
bered bis astonishment at learning that 
those whom he line! persecuted worn 
not renegade and deceived Jews, but 
highly esteemed and acknowledged by 
this Great One, a glimpse of whom feli- 
ed him to the earth. Ah, that was o 


Wonderful sight! 
If Mes-slah was so 


great, so glorious, so powerful, be could 


'• believe ill Him, he could reverence 
' Him. 
j 
The objecttoy which all Jews had to 


Jesus, and wSnt they considered abso< 
lute proof that He was not the Mes 
sisih. was Ills apparent weakness, Ills 
apparent inability to accomplish tho 
things foretold by the Prophets. They 
said. It is foolish to think of a man 
without an army and without wealth 
claiming to be a king. It is still more 
foolish for Him to claim that He is tho 
Messianic King, who is to be above all 
kings, and before whom every knee 
shall bow and every tongue confess. 
They said, therefore, that Jesus must 
either be beside Himself, crazy, or else 
He was seeking to deceive the peoplo 
and temporarily create a little commo 
tiou of popularity. 


To them^it seemed that when He-was 


crucified a demonstration had been 
given that He was not the Messiah. 
Was not the Messiah to live forever, 
tind was He not to reign successfully 
•18 King of kings and Lord of lords 1 
Was it not, therefore, proven that any 
man whom the Jews or the Romans 
could crucify, could put to death, must 
have been an imposter? They consid 
ered the matter proven to a demonstra 
tion. The persecution of the followers 
of Jesus was merely with a view to 
stamping out a new religion, which, it 
was feared, would do harm to Israel in 
that it would call in question the hopes 
of Israel respecting a coming King and 
His Kingdom. Thus Saul of Tarsus 
had felt himself fully justified in per- 
secuting all of that way of thinking— 
for "the good of the cause," as so many 
persecutors have said. 


A New View of Matters. 


The honesty of Saul of Tarsus led 


him to be just as honest after he got 
his eyes of understanding open as ho 
had previously been with them closed. 
It took him a little while to get the 
proper focus, then he saw and could 
explain to others the necessity for the 
death of Jesus and how it was typified 
in the sacrifices of the Law and how 
the Divinely arranged Plan had made 
this great sacrifice in order thereby tu 
more fully show forth the Divine Jus- 
tice, Wisdom, Love and Power. 


Now he- saw, not only the need fot 


Jesus to coroe in the flesh and to give 
Himself a ransom price for all, but 
ho saw equally the necessity for Hi& 
resui rection, not in the flesh, but in the 
spirit, that He might be a fully quali- 
fied Ruler and Savior—not only to sava 
His people from the Romans, the As- 
syrians, and from all other human one- 
mies, but also to save them from Sa 
tan, from sin. from sickness, from sor 
row, from death. Ah, now he saw how 
great Messiah must be in order to meet 
the necessities of the case! 


The matter changed immediately in 


his mind; instead of a human Savior 
and Messiah and an earthly King, God 
had prepared a Heavenly One, partak- 
er of the clivine nature, glorious, "fat 
above angels, principalities and powera 
and every name that is named." Now 
he saw that the sufferings of Jesus had 
a two-fold value. First, they were nec- 
essary for man's release from the 
death sentence and, secondly, they 
were necessary as a demonstration of 
the loyalty of Jesus. Now he saw that 
God. 
in preparing to bring many sons 


to glory, determined first to prove the 
loyalty of Him whom He had invited 
to become the Captain of our Salva- 
tion, and that this was done by the ar- 
rangement which necessitated Jesus' 
death. 


The climax of the argument was 


reached when he found that God not 
only had raised up Jesus from the 
dead, but that additionally He had be- 
stowed upon Him the glory, honor and 
immortality of the divine nature, of 
which Saul had a demonstration or 
proof in the blinding flash of light 
which felled him to the earth, and in 
the voice which said to him alone, "1 
am Jesus, whom thou persecutest." 


Crown Him Lord of All. 


I like to think that, as I was once 


blinded to many of the precious truths 
of God's Word, so it is with many oth- 
ers whose eyes of understanding have 
not yet opened. I like to think of Saint 
Paul's experiences, his sincerity, even 
to hatred and persecution, and then 
his loyalty, even to stripes and im- 
prisonment and death. I like to think 
Of him as exemplifying possibly a 
large class of the opposers of the 
Truth. 


I like to hope that all they will need 


to bring them into line with God's ar- 
rangements and to make them loyal 
servants of righteousness will be the 
great light wlTich will shine forth re- 
splendently very soon, when the due 
time shall come for Messiah to take to 
Himself His great power and reign- 
when His elect Bride shall have been 
completed and glorified with Him. 
I 


like to remember the words of the 
Loid through the Prophet respecting 
that glorious Epoch: "Then shall the 
eyes of the blind be opened and the 
ears of the deaf be unstopped; then 
khn.ll the lame man leap as an hart 
lind the tongue of the dumb sing"—in 
that day. 


Where would Saul of Tarsus have 


ended his career if the great Redeemer 
had not interposed for his help? And 
how poorly yon and I would have 
fared and how little of the Light Di- 
vine would we have seen if Divine 
providence had not helped us in vari- 
ous ways? And so with the world. It 
is beyond our power to give the hear- 
ing ear or the seeing eye. This is the 
work of the Great Physician, and Ills i 
day for healing and blessing and up- 
lifting the world we perceive to be 
nigh, even at the doors. 


Ah, yes! Now we can see tli.it the 


little opening of the eyes and unstop- 
ping of the ears and healing of the 
Inmc accomplished at our Lord's first 
advent merely foreshadowed His com- 
fnj; glory find touch greater work. Nov.' 
we can see a reason why so many o* 


' His mighty works were done on the 


Sabbath days—because they were all 
prophetic, as the Sabbath days them- 
eelves were prophecies of the great 
Thousand Year Sabbath of Messiah's 
glorious reign, during which all of hu- 
manity who will may enter into His 
rest—rest from sin and from Satan and 
from everything that would hinder 
them from a full return to the Heaven- 
ly Father's love and favor. 


Now we see that the great work of 


that thousand-year Sabbath will be the 
healing of the morally lame and the 
giving of sight and hearing to the 
minds now blinded and deaf under the 
evil influences of the great Adversary— 
"tho god of this world [who] hath 
blinded the minds of them that believe 
not."—II Corinthians lv, 4. 


Ona Born Before the Tim*. 


Many have remarked at the peculiar- 


ity of Saint Paul's statement that he 
saw the Lord as one prematurely born. 
But, if at first the statement was dark 
and puzzling, now it is luminous and 
enlightening. His thought is this: the 
time for giving ocular demonstrations 
of the Lord's resurrection had gone by; 
the next manifestation of Him is to be 
to His saints, and after that to the 
world. Thus we read: "We shall be 
like Him, for we shall see Him as He 
is"—made like Him by our resurrection 
change from the human conditions to 
the spirit conditions. 


Strictly speaking, then, the experi- 


ences of Saul of Tarsus were out of the 
ordinary. No one else than he alone, 
not even the saintly, were to see the 
Lord before their resurrection change, 
in the end of this Age. When there- 
fore he saw Jesus, he saw Him before 
the time—more than eighteen centuries 
before the time. 
Moreover, he saw 


Him os one "born "before the time—us one 
resurrected before the time. 
We are 


to have in mind the Scriptural use of 
this word "born—that the Church must 
all be begotten of the Holy Spirit in 
order to experience the resurrection 
birth. 


Thus, concerning our Redeemer's res- 


urrection, we read: "He was the First- 
born from the dead;" and again, "He 
was the First-born of many brethren." 
So the hope of all of God's people is 
that the begetting of the Holy Spirit in 
the present time will be followed by 
the resurrection birth, which Saint 
Paul describes in this same chapter, 
saying, "It is sown in weakness, it is 
raised in power; it is sown an animal 
body, it is raised a spirit body." 


With these things before our mental 


eye we see the meaning of the Apos- 
tle in the words, "He was seen of me,' 
also, as of one born before the time." 
He was not thus seen by,the other 
Apostles. 
They saw Him merely as 


He appeared—sometimes in one form 
of body and with appropriate cloth- 
ing, at other times in another form 
and with diverse clothing. He appear- 
ed and disappeared, but they did not 
see Him, the New Creature, they saw 
merely the various forms in whicn He 
appeared. 
But Saint Paul saw the 


Lord more nearly as all the saints shall 
see Him when they shall be born from 
the dead by the glorious resurrection 
changes. 
Church's Glory to Be Greater Than 


That of the Angels. 


One great difference between the ef- 


fect of what Saul saw and what the 
entire glorious Church will see in the 
resurrection- is, that Saul's eyesight 
was injured by the sight; besides, he 
saw nothing very distinctly—merely a 
blinding light, which the voice ex- 
plained to be the appearance or mani- 
festation of Jesus. Far more precious 
will be the experiences of the Church. 
Before beholding Him who is declared 
to be "the express image "of the Fa- 
ther's person," "whom no man hath 
seen nor can see, dwelling in light 
which no man can approach unto"—be- 
fore this, we shall have been changed, 
glorified. 
This will enable us to see 


Him as He is, for the glory of the 
Church will be like to the glory of her 
Lord, and superior to the glory of the 
angels. 


While heavenly glory does not con- 


sist exclusively of brightness, never- 
theless the Scriptures everywhere seem 
to associate bright-shining with the 
heavenly ones, and would imply that 
the higher the station and rank the 
brighter will be the sheen, the glory. 
Thus the glory of the Heavenly Father 
is represented as being so great that 
few could endure it; and augels and 
seraphim are represented as veiling 
their faces before the Divine glory, 
which so greatly transcends their own. 


It should not, therefore, surprise us 


that the Scriptures everywhere repre- 
sent that our Lord Jesus and tlie 
Church, "made partakers of the divine 
nature" (II Peter 1, 4), will have a 
great honor and brightness, far above 
that of angels and all others except 
that of the Heavenly Father. As the 
Lore! Jesus was able to veil the glories 
of His person and to appear as a man 
after His resurrection, so undoubtedly 
lie could do as respects the world, 
during the thousand years of His Mes- 
sianic Reign. 


And, 
similarly, it would be possible 


for the Church to appear as men with 
the glory veiled. It might appear at 
first as though this was what was sig- 
nified through the Mosaic type when 
Moses, representing Messiah in glory, 
came down from the mountain, bis 
face radiant, but veiled for the sake 
of the people. Our thought, however, 
is that Jesus and the Church will nev- 
er thus appear in the flesh as angels 
have done in the past, but that on the 
contrary tho Ancient Worthies, per- 
fected on the human plane, will be 
their agents and representatives in all 
communication? with mankind. Thus, 
"the Law shall go forth from Mount 
ZIon (the Spiritual Kingdom) and the 
Word of the Lord from Jerusalem" 
(the earthly Kingdom), to every nr.tion. 
people, kindred and tongue, thnt all 
may be blest if they will, and attain 
everlasting life.

Many 
are, therefore, looking for substitute 
hay crops that can 
be 
sowed 
this 


spring and harvested within t.' ee or 
four months, from the time of seeding. 
Of the available crops for this purpose, 
probabb' a mixture of oats and Cana- 
dian field peas will be found the most 
satisfactory. 
i 


Oats and field peas seeded together | 


gives a good yield, and makes a fine 
Quality of hay. 
On fertile soils this 


mixture can be expected to yield two 
tons of hay that will 
compare 
very 


favorably in palntability and feeding 
value with clover hay. 


In order to got the best results with 


a mixture of oats and peas the seed- 
ing should be done as early in the 
spring as possible. 
Sow in the same 


sort of seed bed and at about the same 
time that oats are sowed. About one 
and one half bushels of field peas per 
acre should be drilled in with a grain 
drill at from three to four inches in 
depth. The oats, about one and one- 
half bushels per acre, should then be 
drilled in within a day or two, run- 
ning the drill :it right angles to the 
rows of peas. 
Thn peas should be put 


in deeper than I ho oats, therefore they 
cannot well bo. mixed and sowed to- 
gether. 
' 


This mixturo will be ready to har- 


vest about (ho first of July. 
The pro- 


]x-r time to cut the crop for hay is 
when tho oat grains are in the milk 
stage. The crop is cut and handled in ( 
the same way as in the making of 
clover hay. 


Since tho crop comes off by the mid- 


dle of July, fhn ground can be cut up 
with a disc and clover 
and 
timothy 


sowed during tho summer without a 
nurse prop, and if the weather condi- 
tions are favornble will produce a hay 
crop noxt year tho 
snmo as if 
(ho
